I Cross announced today that it has 
appropriated $700,000 to establish 
and maintain the work until the first 
of November. 
Red Cross Commissioner Grayson 
M-P. Murphy has cabled from the 
front that there are plenty of women 
from American homes 
now at the 
front to get the wofik started and 
that as he needs more of them he 
will cable his call for volunteer-.

So great has been the Netual fight­ 
ing strain on the French people that 
they have had neither time nor mon­ 
ey to make the path pleasant for its 
battling men between home and from 
rest stations in the rear to the mud 
and blood of the front line of de­ 
fense. 
! 
The men come out of the trenches 
now filthy, weary, sometimes cover­ 
ed with vermin. 
They have no hot 
food when they get to the rear. 
Not 
even a place to take a hath, lei filone 
a place to lie 
down and 
sleep at 
night. If they have to wait at a sta ­ 
tion overnight, they 
sleep on the 
platform, in adjoining fields or any 
place,they can find.

STATE BOARD N1U 
TAKE IIP PROTESTS 


New School Hack Law Causes Trou­ 
ble And Education Board Calls 
Meeting 


REQUIREMENTS TOO STRICT 


Indianapolis, Sept. 21.—'Following 
protests received from all parts of 
the .state against enforcement of the 
school hack law, passed by the last 
legislator, the 
state board of edu­ 
cation today held a special meeting 
to consider the question. 
The law requires that every child 
shall between 6 and 12 years, who 
lives more than a mile from schools, 
shall be hauled to school in a hack 
and that, every child regardless of 
age, who lives more than two miles 
from school, shall he transported. 
Main objection to enforcement of 
the law is based on the fact that it 
would cost each township thousands 
of dollars to carry out the provisions 
of the measure. 
The extra expense 
causes additional difficulty at this 
time because school funds in prac­ 
tically every township are very low. 
¡School officials hoped to be able to 
find some means of carrying out the 
provisions of the law 
without the 
great expense now though necess­ 
ary.
